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Historical Society 
dedicates marker

On July l. 127 
ago three brigades of rebel* 
under ihr t.o<«nranJ of M*jor 
General Jamc* twell Bronti 
iJcbt Smart the flamboyant 
Confederate cavalry chief, rode 
through DiUshurg 

While Stuan » a> "dawdling in 
Dillsburg * lhc most Noody Baltic 
to ever have been fought on 
American soil »a> unfolding tn 
Gettysburg 

If Stuan s brigades of 6.000 
cavalry men had arrived mac ad at 
the Gettysburg hattlefidd that 
day. the course of the battle and 
perhaps the war. could have 
changed and vie might be 
whistling Dixie 

To commemorate Dillsburg * 
role in the Civil War. the 
Dtllaburg Historical Society 
dedicated a historical marker on 
Sunday July I. at 2 p m the 
approximate tune that Stuan rude 
through town. 

The large, green sign sits high 
along North Baltimore Street in 
front of the Metropolitan Edison 
Building. 

“On this day. at this time and 
place 127 years ago. there were 
rebels here." keynote speaker 
Victor A Ncubaum began 
DUIsburg was one of the towns 
that saw pan of the Gettysburg 
campaign played out on iu 
street#, he continued 

A local attorney. Ncubaum Is 
a civil war histonan and author of 
QurBovs Nonhem York founts 

id the Civ d , 

Dunng the rebel invasion, area 
residents played an "elaborate, 
earnest game of hide-and-seek." 
Ncubaum told a small crowd that 
had gathered for the ceremony 
Residents buned treasures arid 
hid their horses in the woods, he 
explained. 

Ncubaum referred to an 
eye-witness account of Stuan s 
invasion that was recorded in a 
booklet entitled: Local History of 
Dillsburg by A N Eslingcr. 
dated 1902 

Eslingcr wrote the following 
The Battle of Getty sburg 
opened, and the cannonading 
could be heard distinctly in 
Dillsburg. and on the same day. 
Stuart s cavalry passed through 
Dillsburg under the command 
of General Fit: Hugh Lee and 
General Wade Hampton 

They robbed the stores in 
Dillsburg. and the post office of 
all the money and stamps . and 
even the postmaster's overcoat, 
and all the goods they could find 
in the stores 

For those who wonder why 
the author was concerned enough 
to record that the postmaster's 
overcoat was stolen in July. 
Eslingcr was the postmaster. 
Ncubaum quipped 

Although Eslinger's account 
made the rebels appear to be 
looting savages, the confederates, 
overall, behaved more like 
Southern gentlemen. Ncubaum 
said 

A young Dillsburg boy who 
believed dial "rebels" arc devils", 
broke his leg while jumping a 
fence to hide from the 
Confederates, Ncubaum said 
According to the story, the 
soldiers set his leg and returned 
the frightened lad home to his 
mother. 

As for the looting, at least one 
small confederate brigade which 
passed through Dillsburg on June 
28. bought tbeir provisions from 
the local residents They "paid" 
for food for themselves and their 
horses with worthless 
Confederate dollars The 
soldiers, however, promised the 
residents that the bills would be 
"good is gold" when the war was 
over, Ncubaum said 

After his men robbed the Post 
Office. Stuan read a York 
newspaper account for rebels in 
Cumberland County, and 


immediately headed fot Carlisle 
to join them 

While die Stuan. Brigadier 
General Fiu Hugh Ice and 
Colonel Jon Chatnblm brigades 
moved onward to Carlisle, one 
confederate brigade was left m 

Dillsburg 

Brigadier General Wade 
Hampton was delayed by a 
cumbersome wagon tram which 
Smart had captured from federal 
lroups outside of Rixkvillc. 
Maryland Hamptons brigade 
camped 1 1/2 miles north of town 
on what was the Mumper Farm 
along Dog Run near Turkey 
Foot 

In the meantime. Stuan s men 
shelled Carlisle and set fire to the 
Union cav alry barracks 

Later that evening, one of 
eight couriers sent by General 
Robert E Lee to seek Stuan. 
reached the cavalry commander 
with news of the Gettysburg 
battle 

At I am . July 2. Stuart 
departed for Gettysburg 

According to Ncubaum* 
account Hampton's brigade 
decamped and moved onto 
Mountain Road to Clear Springs, 
then us the State Road (Old U S 
Route 15) to Gettysburg 

Hampton's men joined the 
Confederate Army in Gettysburg 
later that day. 

Stuart led the Cavalry Corps 
into battle on July 3 but was 
fought to a dnrw by foe union 

Cavalry Corps, Ncubaum wrote 
‘Indeed, Dillsburg was a 
witness to history, so we arc 
entitled to have this memorial." 
Ncubaum told the crowd. 

Jill Hoffman, president of the 
historical society, unveiled the 
marker 

Northern Elementary School 
Principal Mark O Hagcnbuch. a 
historian of the American 
Revolution, led the visitors in the 
Pledge of Allegiance. 

State Representative Bruce 
Smith presentd Mrs Hoffman 
w ith a handful of blue bumper 
slickers from the Pennsylvania 
Historical and Museum 
Commission that read I brake for 
historic markers 

An application for a slate 
marker was denied by the 
commission, Hoffman had said 
earlier Although the historical 
society was invited to re-submit 
its application at a later date, the 
group decided to go ahead and 
order the $2,000 marker from a 
company in Erie. 

He wanted to dedicate it on the 
anniversary of Stuart's march 
through Dillsburg. Hoffman said 
Mayor Bob Bostic told the 
crowd it also was fitting to have 
the ceremony on the 
Independence Day weekend 
Master of Ceremonies John 
Hoffman also thanked Doug 
Rosbach, the local representative 
of Metropolitan Edison, and J 
Chadwick Wagner, the borough 
manager, for their participation. 
He also thanked Lobar Inc for 
supplying the machinery to dig 
tbc hole for the sign. 

To add a little Civil War flavor 
to live event, two Wcllsvillc men 
were dressed in military uniforms 
of the time They were neighbors 
Gary Endres (Confederate) and 
Mike Bamdt (Union) The men 
are members of local Civil War 
historical groups
